Party) which is active at UHAM. 

T-2 and T-3, who have furnished reliable informa- 
tion in the past, on April 16, 1966, , made the following 
resume of incidents during the travel of President LYNDON B. 
JOHNSOH from the Mexico City International Airport to Los 
Pinos, home of President GUSTAVO DIAS ORDAS of Mexico: 

In front of the Benito Juares hemicycle, Mexico, 

DF, about 200 students from UNAM shouted, "Johnson out of 
Mexico," "Johnson - Murderer," and "Yankees out of Vietnam." 
These studehts were dispersed by agents of the Judicial Police 
in Mexico, DF, arid by agents of Special Services, Metropolitan 
Police Department. 

When the Presidential retinue passed the corner of 
Insurgentes and Paseo de la Reforma, another group of stu- 
dents from the National Polytechnic Institute (XPH) shouted 
similar phrases. These students were quickly dispersed by 
grenadiers and by agents of Special Services of the Metropolitan 
Police Department . f 

Just before the Presidexjtd'Cl retinue passed in 
front of the United States Emha&gfy, a group of students from 
MAM, headed by M^IUEL^^GUI LA^XMO R A . leader of Tjcoiskyite 
groups at UHAM, attested to dtxtfxoute propaganda protesting 
the visit of President JOHNSON to Mexico. MANUEL AGUILAR 
MORA was detained momentarily but released by agents of 
Special Services of the Metropolitan Police Department, and 
his followers were quickly dispersed, but not before a number 
of the agitators were struck by police officers. 

T-l advised that the propaganda which MANUEL AGUILAR 
MORA attempted to distribute consisted of "flyers" containing 
the letterhead of POR.J§^!Q 

Many Cuban exiles lined the streets carrying signs 
and flags of their country. The signs protested the "communist 
meddling" in their country. These signs were confiscated by 
police officials.

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At about C;30 p,n* on April 14. 1S63, a group of 
students tried to stage a meeting in front of the Banjamin 
Franklin Library but were unsuccessful because of the great 
number of police v/ho v/ere present* 

T-4, T-5, T-G, 7-7 3 and 7-3 , who have furnished 
reliable information in the past, provided the following 
summary relative to the visit of President LYNDON B. JOHNSON 
to Mexico: 


Students of XJNAM and IPN, mentioned above, were 
identified by these sources as students v/ho were organised by 
the Juveniud Comunista de Mexico (JCM - Communist Youth of 
Mexico) and the Student Committee Pro-Vietnam at XJNAM . These 
sources provided substantially the same data as T-2 and T-3 
concerning the incidents which occurred along the route 
traveled by President JOHNSON and his party. 

On April 15, I960, a group of communist students 
attempted to approach the parls: where the statue of Lincoln 
was being unveiled but were intercepted and dispersed by 
police officials.

A group of JCM members met at about 5 p.m. on 
April 14, 1933, to form brigades of young women to distribute 
about 2,000 "flyers” prepared by the Federal District Com- 
mittee of the Partido Comunista Mexican© (PCM - Communist 
Party of Mexico) and which contained pictures of "Lincoln” 
and "Juares." They then joined other students of the 
Student Committee Pro-Vietnam to shout insults at President 
LYNDON Be JOHNSON and his party as described above* 

On the evening of April 14 , 1S6S, a group of cosi- 
munist students from the School of Economics and the School 
of Political Science, XJNAM, appeared at the XJNAM radio station. 
They requested tine to announce the end of a student strike 
and the resumption of classes at XJNAM. Instead of following 
their announced plan, however, they launched attacks against 
President LYNDON B. JOHNSON concerning the invasion of the 
Dominican Republic and Vietnam. The office of the rector 
of XJNAM has ordered an investigation of this incident.

They made a very 
favorable impression upon the guests. 

The principal item of entertainment during the 
reception was an exhibition by four members of the United States 
Olympic swimming team and included ballet swimming and diving 
specialists. This exhibition had a very favorable impact upon 
the Mexican guests. 

While Mrs. Johnson and Mrs. Diaz Ordaz spent most of 
the evening inside the residence except for the time when the 
diving and swimming exhibitions were put on at the outdoor 
swimming pool, Secretary of State Rusk spent the entire evening 
"holding court" in one side of the garden. 

Former Senator Barry Goldwater, who was in Mexico for 
a vacation and who had made a well-publicized speech before the 
American Chamber of Commerce three days before, was also invited 
to the reception and attended there approximately one hour. 

His presence created somewhat of a surprise among many of the 
Mexican guests and he was very warmly greeted by most of the 
American guests. 

Just prior to the departure of Mrs. Johnson and 
Secretary Rusk from Mexico on Saturday afternoon, April 16, 
the Secretary held an especially called press conference at 
the airport given for "foreign correspondents," which meant 
the American newspaper correspondents in Mexico.
